THE XEGRO NOT WANTED. 

The Negro, or is. not 
wanted politically in this country 
longer, if we are to from the 
tone of the public pres; north 
and south. The Republican 7 ton 
pers are just as willing for his . 
chisement as the Democrats, and that 
«imply means that he will not be 
wanted mechanically or agricnlturally 
munch longer. The Negro is as cer- 
tainly doomed in this country as © man 
with « rope aronnd his neck awaiting 
the fall of the trap door to launch him 
into another world. The reazons the 
Republicans do not want him politi- 
cally, may be attributable to the fact 
that forty-seven Democrats cconpy 
$eats in the lower honse of congress 
npon the numerical «trength of the 
black man. Bnt we care not what may 
be the reason, he is gradually being 
not wanted, We can $ee that he is be- 
ing pushed agide from almost every 
form of employment, and mark our 
word, he will have to sabmit to rein- 
slavement, peonage slavery to zay the 
least, or leave the conntry, or in the 
language of a famons white politician, 
go under the conntry, just as the In- 
dian has gone nnder the country, or 
into wnrdered graves, and now that 
women have closed the tender portals 
of their hearts ar in the words of Mrs.

the blcod of another race weaker than 
themselves, extermination will be the 
8equel. For all men love women and 
women can influente them as no 
rhetoric, logic or sober reflection can. 
It is a very easy job to denonnce and 
call men cranks, maniacs, pessimists 
and fools, especially that class of meu 
who have read nothing but common 
newspapers, and posvibly been to 
s80me institution of learning and 
studied their lessons in some school 
books, and have picked npan A.M.” f 
or an **A. B.” or have been compli- 
mentarily dabbed *D. D.” but know 
about as much in connection with the 
history of nations and the philosophy 
of human events as a monkey. This 
conntry is full of school boys passing 
as scholars who are no more evtitled 
to the designation of scholar than 
$0me men who have never entered « 
schoolroom. True, they know some- ; 
thing about mathematics, Latiu and 
Greek, and can analyze an English 
sertence, or pick out some ingramati- 
cal flaws in the utterances of some 
speaker or writer, bat what histories 
have they read? What able disserta- 
tions have they studied upon the rise 
and fall of peoples, nations and gov- 
ernments? Practically none, and they 
are objects of pity. We often read 
their wild and nonsensical theories, 
and blabmonth slars, ard throw them 
avide as £0 much trash and give them 
the mercy of our silence, for there are 
« very few Negroes in this conntry 
who think beneath the snrface. They 
get off almost invariably « few elo- 
quent but stale platitudes and think 
they have solved « great problem be- 
canse $01n6 asinego has reen fit to 
cheer. 

A SQUARE LIE. 

Some dirty, foul-mouthed liar has 
put out a rumor that the Sixth Epizco- 
pal District fell off the past year two 
thousand dollars in dollar money. It 
is & marvel with us, . that his lying 
tongue does not rot in his mouth; but, 
Suppose it had fallen off two thousand 
dollars, owing to the heavy and pro- 
tracted rains and the worst fall and 
winter we have ever witnessed, our 
other general collections would have 
more than compensated for it, with 
several hundred dollars to «pare. The 
Sixth Episcopal District has never 
raiged as much money forgeneral par- 
poses as it has the past few years. 


\Vicar-Brenoy Dwaxz delivered an 
able sermon before the Alabama Con- 
ference Sabbath morning, carrying 
everything before him like a cyclone, 
and accompanied us to the M. E. 
Church, South, where we endeavored 
to preach to an immense congregation 
of whites, Sabbath afternoon at three 
o'clock, upon their urgent solicitation. 
The Vicar was appealed to, to return 
on Monday night and gpeak npon 
South Africa, to the «ame congrega- 
tion, and drew « mach larger congre- 
gation than Bishop Nelson, of the 
Protestent Episcopsl Church, who 
preached a few hundred yards from 
where the Vicar held ferth. But 
strange, doubly strauge, after he con- 
eluded his disconrse those southern 
whites, ladies aff gentlemen, yather- 
ed around him in prexving numbers, 
and invited him to visit them at their 
houses, come and dine with them, and 
make himself at home with them, etc. 
They held that the Vicar was not « 
Negro but « distinguished foreigner 
and & gentleman of distinction. We 
judge an instance of the kind never 
occurred in Alabama before. The 
Vicar has his doubts about” the south- 
ern whites being as mean to the color- 
ed people as they are reprezented. He 
is wonderfully pleased. with them. 
How long his pleasure would last 
should he become Americanized 'we 
caunot say.

I have had two District Conferences 
in the month of November and I am 
glad to inform you that as a whole 
they were & anoccess, We had many 
persons to attend onr meetings, and I 
believe they were benefited by their 
presence. bo 

Woe are'trying to do our duty here 
on the West Coast of Africa, with the 
many disadrantages we have to 
undergo. Of conrse we cawnot do 
much in Liberia without money to 
establish a mission. Our'chiireh._here 
has mare prejudice against it than any 
other _ church in Libevia. Of conrss 
that is a sign that in the near futare 
it will be the . church 'in Africa. 
Tt is, the native man's choice when 
he is made to understand its 
principles. It seems to me that some 
of our people haven very little hope 
of 'our Church in Liberia. I don't 
know why, unless it is because it is in a 
black republic. I am vure this is the 
place to spend as much money or more 
than any place in the world, where 
you will not have 50 much white prej; 
ndice to undergo, where black is an 
honor and.predominates. I said 8ome 
time ago that « brother by the name 
of A. H. Adams gave us one hundred 
acres of land for Missions and that we 
had the deeds for aid land. But 
Since his gift to us, he conld have 
s 1d 8aid land to the Episcopal church 
and got money for it, but he wants our 
Church to have it and to begin our 
work. He is a little angry with 
me becanse I have not been able 
to receive any money on that 
line. Perbaps he does not know all I 
can do is to simply put the needs of 
our work before our church at home. 
I am not prejudiced against any other 
Mission field and jnst becanse I am in 
Liberia want the church to forzake all 
other fields and give money here. But 
I do hold it is right to give each field 
its due portion, and in the near future 
it will bring souls into the church.. -1 
have always tried to not be biazed in my 
views, I have tried to give you the 
needs of our work and just what we 
are doing ont here, and I am glad that 
Bizhop Grant is coming and will zee 
jast what I have zaid in the tis 
correct. I beligye that the Biahop 
will do much good by coming. I 
God may pare his health to reach the 
fatherland.

TRIPARTITE 
NATURE OF MAN 


A Learned Treatment of the 
Question.

Evprronr Vorcs oy Miss10us-- Will you 
please find space in your columns to 
mtereotype this very important snb- 
ject, of which two P. E.'s at the Ma- 
con, Georgia, Annual Cofiference ask- 
ed my thesis, **The tripartite natare of 
man?” The soul, spirit and body. The 
Hebrew Nephesh and Greek Psyche 
are uaed to denote the vital principle, 
affection, appetite and pansions. Hence 
the-materialism of man is that immor- 
tal sonl in which Adam was enddwed 
at his creation, faculty resnlting from 
organization. Josephus declares that 
God placed in man 's sonl and spirit, 
which is sustained by Justin Martyr, 
Tatian, Irenacns, Clemens Alexdrinus, 
Origen and others. 

Psyche, the animal sonl, is evidenced 
in the «tate of all the living. - Then 
each person is, metonomically speak- 
ing, « sonl, . 

In this gigantic stride permit me to 
be amidst diversity and variety; for 
for since the understanding differs 
from the heart, it differs also from the 
will, But in a question of this kind 
we must rest ultimately on conscience, 

The psychologics! nature demon- 
strates to ns two important divisions 
—perception aud conception, the ex- 
ternal and internal. These compre- 
hend as we know neither the emotions 
nor deires. 

Here we finvd ourselves in company 
with what the Greeks called **nons,” 
a sentient property of the sonl, the 
mind, the intellect, opinion. 

This is what St. Panl referred to in 
Romans, 7th chapter, as warring against 
his members. 

The strength of the body is measur- 
ed by the mind, for which term the 
Greeks uzed the word anthropos.” 

In the First General Epistle of Pe- 
ter, 3d chapter, 4th verse, he 2ays: 
*Pros hon proserchomenoi, lithon 
zonta, hypo anthropon men apodedo- 
kimasmenon,pars de theo eklekton, et- 
imon.” But let the hidden man of the 
heart, in that which is not corrnpti- 
ble, be meek and quiet in spirit, which 
is of great price in the sight of God. 
We are moved, which is the emotional 
element of the soul itself, to infer from 
Greek dialect, that the eat of the 
spirit is in the heart. 

In Greek noama, an element of the 
zoul, is the name they gave to device 
and contrivance; which have their seat 
in the mind. 

It is true that pbysiologists admit 
that all effete and wasted matter of 
the liquid flesh is collected, and exn- 
terized by this organ. This organ as- 
oists both tho heart and the skin to 
protect the son], 

The mind, the seat of the sonl, was 
placed by the Greeks in the diaphragm, 
the midriff, a respiratory mugscle di- 
viding the thorax and abdomen. This 
muscle (phrane) as the Greeks 
called it, connects the heart with the 
Medaulla oblongata, situated in the 
base of the skull, immediately beneath 
the brain, and is the real seat of life. 
This is the messenger of the #pirit of

Here Homer 
geats the soul the heart, but this 
because phrane connects the ator with 
thymus, the seat of the soul through 
Medulla oblotigata, for phrane is 
scarcely ned in classic Greek, unac- 
companied by thymus. 

We sometimes speak of the natural 
s0n], the disposition of & person, or 
that by which he may be drawn or re- 
pelled, the intuition, this the Greeks 
ealled physis. Here I could say many 
things, but let it suffice to 8ay, that 
God's natural law onght to be our 
dictator, to act in CONSCQUences near, 
and this we call man's morality. 

The thonghts arise in the thymus 
phrane, or midriff, the soul; but nn- 
derstanding is in the heart, the Kardi 1, 
the spirit.. Therefore the soul thinks, 
the spirit understands. The heart is 
dilated by joy, contracted by sadness, 
broken by sorrow, grows fat and hard 
by prosperity. e melts nnder dis- 
couragewents, forsakes nnder terror, 
desolate in affliction, and fluctuating 
in doubt.

I mnst confess that I did not think 
that any young man of onr race would 
thus tradncs and falaify onr fair 
women. I denounce the statement 
as being « malicious untruth; and give 
the following as the canse of my de- 
nunciation: Among the many races of 
this world, there is none more kind 
and benevolent than the Negro. In 
his gegeral make-np, he is docile and 
generous to all, even to his moet cruel 
enemies, while be posseazes & rotalia- 
tive «pirit; then if this be true, and it 
is, all things considered, the morals 
of the Negro are better than those of 
any other race, 

There is not a race on the globe but 
has its prostitutes, and we have ours, 
but does it follow that our most begu- 
tifal and handsome-looking women in 
this part of the country are prostitutes 
for the opposite race? I answer, 00; 
there are not one-third as many mu- 
latto children being born now as there 
were fifteen years ago. To get the 
truthfulness of this statement one only 
has to travel throngh the country and 
86e for themselves. 

Being held in the galling, degrading 
bonds of slavery for two hundred and 
forty-five years, our women were the 
chattels of the opposite race and werc 
made to snbmit to the indignities 
heaped npon them by white men, and 
#e shoald remember that when a wo- 
man *ubmits herself to the base pas- 
si00% of a man by reason of fear or 
force, *he is not a prostitate. 

[, too, have taught school in some 
of the same places where the writer of 
that article tanght, and we venture to 
$1) that taken as a whole, no purer 
women or girls can be fonnd through: 
out the broad expanse of onr country 
than in this section, 

With thirty-three years" of freedom, 
with God's ministers proclaiming the 
gospel of the blessed Son of God, with 
our Sabbath schools continually bold- 
ing up the Moral Law, *'Thon sbalt 
not commit adultery,” and with the 
thousands of faithful teschers*who are 
arduously laboring to inculeate the 
right principles into the minds of our 
young, if this Yoarſul charge be true, 
we had better ask that the race be con- 
signed to Hades. 

The women of the Negro race are as 
pure as the women of any race, the 
writer, of the article referred to, and 
all who agree with him, to the contre- 
ry notwithstanding. The writer of 
the article is « teacher in the common 
schools of our country, and any man 
or woman of whatever race, who will 
zeek the patronage of our people and 
then traduce them as the writer of the 
article did, is not worthy of the confi- 
dence reposed in him by the people. 
No, he is a traitor and should not be 
allowed to teach our girls and then 
declare them to be prostitates. 

Morally our race will compare favor- 
ably with any other race. 

Now, there is an old adage which 
$ays *'Handsomse is that handsome 
does,” and the writer, of the article 
referred to, exposes his ignorance 
when he says that the most beautiful 
and handsome-looking women of our 
race are prostitntes for the opposite 
race,” for if it takes good actions to 
make one handsome or even to look 
handsome, then they who act to the 
contrary are not and cannot appear 
handsome. 

The most beautifnl gem, giyen by 
God to man, is « virtuous woman, and 
there is not a man, with even a shadow 
of honor, in the world, but admires a 
virtnaons woman as being the most 
beantiful gift from God to man. Sare- 
ly the writer of *the article was not re- 
ferring to the lineaments of the face. 
the sbape of the body, etc. Wisdom 
and knowledge would demand that he 
look in another direction for beanty.

out prostitutes. 

Shame on the man who would make 
snch & villainous attack npon our fair 
women! There are no better women 
in these United States or in any other 
country than those of 'our race found 
here in South Georgia and South Ala- 
bama. 

We sincerely hope that the writer, 
Rev, M. H. Leath, will reflect on his 
statement and then conclude to make 
amends for his falss and malicious 
charge. Unless he ddes 80, he should
